Al in the Family. 

We bave received a letter from. a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, for whom we enter- 
tain all possible respect and personal 
regard, in which the writer clatms that we 
have been indiscriminate in what he calls 
our “application of censure.” 

On this point we beg to reassure him. 
“Censure” is not the word at all. We are 
in earnest, terribly in earnest, and we seek 
to ‘arouse public opinion, and nowhere 
more than at Frankfort, to the importance 
of prompt and vigorous action. We un- 
dertake to censure“ uo one, The “appil- 
cation of censure” belongs to the people, 
and our office ends with keeping the peo- 
ple advised. We have urgod Governor 
STEVENGON to do what we conceive to be 
his plaw duty, and no one knows better 
than he does. the ſrlendly spirit that 
prompts us. We have commended Col. 
CHENOWETH, Governor Jonson and 
Senator Sralomo, because they have in- 
dicated the desire, which we have, to save 
the State and the Democratic party trom 
the reproach into which both are being 
precipitated by a paltry gang of masked 
ruffians, who ought to be exterminated if 
it costs all the money in the treasury. We 
do not stint or measure our words, and 
we are amazed io find any Democrat who 
is so lost to the true interests of his party 
as not to know that we are doing it the 
best service we can in so doing. 

In what have we been “indiscriminate,” 
and where have we violated our obligation 
to that great organization Whose tuture 
hopes rest upon its present conduct?

Insurance Registration. 

The Legislature of the State is again 
called upon to consider one particular 
phase o! ibe vexed question ot lite insurance, 
to-wit: the registry system. It is more 
important than many of them suppose. 
We beg them to consider a few points 
which can be only briefly recited. The 
leading points are: Does the State assume 
any respovsibility by the proposed system? 
Ought the State to assume such responsi- 
bility? Does it give greater security to the 
policy-holder? & , &e. 

Lite-insurance experts are divided on the 
subject, but by far the larger portion oi 
them are against registrations, Superin 
tendents Barnes and Mmizr, of New 
York, advocate it. The former faintly aod 
besitatiugly; the latter more unreservedly 
and withall the zeal of a novice. 
Commissioner Smrrn, of Kentucky, 
seems also to advocate the system condi- 
tionally. But to resume the subject in 
order: Does the State assume any re- 
sponsibility? Mr. BanxRS contended that 
the State assumed no responsibility. Mr. 
Mi’ LER says: In the language of the act, 
there is no obligation assumed beyond a 
proper application of the securities so de- 
posited.” Genera) Smiru says: “The State 
assumes the responsibility for the safe 
keeping and proper application of the 
funds thus deposited.” And this is the 
sensible view. The funds cannot be ap- 
plied, if not kept; and. it the State assumes 
no responsibility beyond a point, it follows 
that she des assume responsibility up to 
that point. 

Ought the State to assume such respon- 
sibility? 

Upon what principle can such a step be 
likened to the duty of providing currency 
or circulating medium or general laws tor 
the protection of the person and property 
of the citizen? What function ot the 
Government 1s performed? The State as- 
sumes a responsibility in favor of the com 
parative few who chose to insure at the 
rk and expense of the many who, from 
poverty, feeble constitution, and unwilling- 
ness, cannot or will not imsure, and it is 
not just. Few persons wao do not inform 
themselves would conjecture the extent of 
this responsibility. The system has been 
in vogue only a few years in New York 
and the deposit of one company is already 
$1,162,200, and if not another policy is 
registered the amount must speedily quad- 
ruple. Very wisely does General Surrn 
put it when he says in his notes: “Jn case 
a State is willing to become responsible 
for the sate keeping, and to guaranty the 
proper application of this tund” &c. 

Does it give greater security to the 
policy -holder? 

It does not. Apy one who will take the 
trouble to examine the by-laws ot lite in- 
surance companies will find that some- 
thing like the following precautions are 
taken to secure their funds:

2d. Their valuabies are placed in the

Now, suppose 


Every one of our efforts toward a 


oracular work described by our correspond 


there was no moral obhgation on the 
State, in the first instance, to have assumed 
u. Now, unless there are. some means to 
enforce this responsibility it is a sham. 
And the public are called upon to trust a 
single man because he is a public officer, 
instead ot other men more interested and 
better calculated to take care 
ot their interests. The fact is too 
notorious to require more thar a 
passing notice that the responsibilities of 
sureties in an official bond have alwayaor 
nearly always been evaded. The argu- 
ments in favor of this system are based 
upon the assumption of “perfect assurance 
that a company has securely mvested and 
in entirely-safe keeping the amount which | 
by the legal standard will be sufficient to 
meet its liabilities.” All of which is as 
certainly secured by State supervision in 
the form now practiced in Kéntucky. 

If this or any other State means to go 
into the insurance busmess let her do it 
squarely. 

It there were no other argument against 
this plan the shametul delusions practiced 
under it would condemn ft. The State ot 
New York permits registered policies to 
go out with the official indorsement that 
the policy is “registered and guaranteed 
by the State of New York,” when, in fact, 
a policy on the ordinary life at age thirty- 
five has for its net value at the end of the 
first year $11 48 to each. $1,000, and this 
net value at the end of twenty years 18 
only 6301 85, and that is all that is in any 
sense guaranteed. The important figure 
which this net value cuts in lite 
insurance is a very different question 
from a guarantee of the whole policy 
in any individual case. The sume delusion 
is attempted in Kentucky. 

The question is too great for adequate 

discussion in a single article, and 
these general thoughts are here hastily 
thrown together tor the consideration of 
the wise people assembled at Franktort, 
and heir masters scattered abroad over the 
State. They will perhaps do well to 
repeal the special privilege granted and 
the unwise pledge of S:ate responsibility 
unwittingly made last winter, and abide 
the good suggestions of the Commissioner 
vot Insurance, that the present law “be al- 
lowed to stand as it is, at least until its 
practical workings cau be juiged by the 
result of the work of due year.” Let well 
enoug u alone.

Arrival of the Herd in This City, and 
Exhibition Yesterday at the Stabie 
of Mejor Shockency. 

The arrival of the herd cf imported Jersey ca- 
tle, expected through some days back, attracted 
much attention yesterday, and the stables of Maj. 
Shockency, on Main street, below Floyd, were 
crowded through the day by the many who feel 
an interest In One cattle lu general, and of the 
‘Improvement of Kentucky stock, and of those 
whom merely the rarity of the sight and tbe sim- 
ple beauty of the animals would attract. The 
cattle were shipped on board of the John Parker, 
at Liverpool, Engiand, the 22d of November, 1870, 
arrived at New Orleans oo the 17th ult., were | 
shipped again on the steamer Susie Silver the 
next aay, srriving in this city as above stated. 
As might be expected, their long and tedious 
vosage has had ita ¢flect upon their condition, 
but they still present as pretty a sight for stock 
fanciers as may be ofteh seen, 

Tbe herd consists of eighteen cows and heifers 
at d two Jersey bu:is. besides a South Down ram 
end six Berkshire boars and sows. The first are 
of the “Jersey stock,“ this diff: ring from the 
Alderney or Guernsey hardly more than fn name. 
They are ceriatoly besutiful autmals. cleanly and 
finely formed. their skins glossy lu spite of their 
long confinement, thetr legs in delicacy remind- 
ing one of a deer, and their make-up, in shape 
and color, approximating more nearly to the 
latter to our heavy American cews. The 
bulis Of the same breed are sturdy little fellows, 
hardly so ferce-looking as those of larger make, 
but no doubt of a pieee with the cows of the 
same breed. The hight of the cows will average 
eleven and a half hands, their ages ranging from 
two to four years. Asis well known, this stock 
is famous for the richness of the milk yielded, 
and the consequent flnenezs of the butter. lu- 
deed, it ts for this latter that toey are excla:ive- 
ly kept, never betng killed forconsumpcion. The 
herd was exported especially by Messrs. D. and 
P. Swigert, of Frankfort, A. G. Herr, of Jefferson 
county, ard Mr. Charles Bremaker, of this city, 
and ter their own use. Still, we sare tnformed 
that several of them will be offered for sale. the 
prices of the cows ranging from $400 to $600 
apiece, and the bulls being eacn deid at $469.
